DEMANDS FOR INCREASED PURSES MET. 

Montreal, Quo., July 17. — The second meeting of 
the Montreal Driving Club, which oix*m*d at De- 
loriiiiier Park yesterday, met with unexpected opi>o- 
sltioii that for :i time threatened to end in declaring 
off the racing entirely. 

The horseiiieii called a strike against the track 
management .Monday morning wlien they announced 
that thej' wouhl not race out the card for wliich 
entries were taken on Saturday, nor make entries 
for Tuesday’s racing, iinless tlie association made 
all the purses of a value of $400. This question was 
argued at length. The truck management later 
gave iu rather than break their engagements with 
the public, and anuouiiced that the purses would lx* 
$400. 

The rulings made by the officials at Mount Royal 
and at King Edward Parks are being rt'itignized at 
the mtteting at Ih'loriinier Park, and tbe boys under 
ttiispensiun will not be allowed to ride until the 
suspensions are lifted. 

Several newcomers to local half-mile racing made 
tlieir initial apiiearam*e at the course yesterday, hut 
none, with the exception of Miss Fielder, figured 
|>rouiiueutly in the events.

Windsor, Ont., July 17. — The mile and a six- 
teciilh handicap, which was featured by tlu* Windsor 
Jockey riiib this afterii(X)ii, furnislied aii upset, 
tlie winner <‘orniiig from the stable of W. J, 
Press, wliose Waukeag lx*at Priscilla Mullens by 
eighth leogtiis.
